Regardless of 
when or how they served, we stop on this day and give thanks 
to all of our veterans.” 

In Marion, an 11:00 am Veterans Day ceremony will be 
held at Old Landing Veteran’s Park on Front Street. Attendees 
will hear from guest speaker Professor James R. Holmes, Ph.D. 
of the U.S. Naval War College in Newport, Rhode Island. The 
Sippican School Band, led by Hannah Moore, will perform 
selections of patriotic music. 

In Mattapoisett, guests are asked to gather at 10:45 am 
for the annual Veterans Day ceremony in Shipyard Park on the 
waterfront. At exactly 11:00 am, the Center School bell will be 
tolled 21 times as part of the worldwide “Bells of Peace.” At 
11:11 am, the American Flag will be raised, and members of the 
local American Legion will share prepared remarks.

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One wonders at the rather ill-conceived plan, why put him in a 
place so easily found? That question may never be answered. 

Throughout the dramatic story of the criminal activity, 
Noone has woven a rich fabric of the surrounding history of the 
Colonial and Revolutionary eras. 

In discussing his approach with The Wanderer, Noone said, 
“My chief motivation in choosing this story was to elaborate 
upon Worcester County’s most notorious saga as a means of 
sharing Worcester’s crucial, too-often-ignored contribution 
to the Revolution. Worcester coined the term ‘minuteman,’ 
witnessed the most significant anti-British action between the 
Boston Tea Party and Lexington-Concord, was very nearly the 
scene of the first battle, served as the site of Sam Adams’ and 
John Hancock’s hideaway following the opening battles, and in 
Isaiah Thomas featured the most important Patriot printer of the 
Revolution.” 

Noone further elaborated, “I wanted to place Bathsheba 
in the context of a socially and politically-driven set of families, 
whose heritage would be tragically marred by the actions of 
one descendant. Her father, the legal star of Rochester, fatefully 
pivoted on a dime in 1765, overnight becoming the scorned 
loyalist whose politics helped to shape his daughter’s miserable 
end.” 

Spooner’s hanging, along with those of the three men 
who participated in full or in part with the killing of her 
husband, speaks to the morals and laws of the day as well as the 
unevolved concepts of human psychology. 

It is most likely - and Noone notes this — that, by today’s 
standards, execution and possibly even a long jail sentence 
could have been avoided given Spooner’s questionable hold on 
reality. Further, and probably the most troubling aspect of her 
erim demise, it is the verified fact that Spooner was five-months 
pregnant at the time of the hanging. She was hanged, despite 
carrying a baby. This fact alone would have spared her life in the 
21st century.

Making the jump to becoming an 
NCAA Division 1 athletics is a tall task for anyone, but after 
suffering a potentially career-ending knee injury it became an 
even bigger leap. 

Shortly after signing her letter of intent to accept a 
scholarship to play women’s soccer and run spring track at 
Providence College, Hughes sustained a tear of an anterior- 
cruciate knee ligament (ACL) during a basketball game in late 
February.

“There are two ways to go, a major comeback due to being 
super motivated or fall apart.

Shortly after her injury, the coronavirus pandemic 
cancelled all college sports, and Providence did not have a fall 
2020 season. The downtime was ironically convenient for a long- 
term injury rehabilitation. Under normal conditions, Hughes 
would not have been cleared to play soccer for her freshmen 
season. Instead, the soccer team started up in early spring,

With Providence College soccer playing into the spring 
of 2021, Hughes was not available to participate in the track 
season. She is looking forward to competing in Spring 2022 and 
hoping to make a mark in the 400-meter run and 400 hurdles. 

Late in the summer, Hughes reported back to school for 
the Fall 2021 semester and a new season with the women’s 
soccer team. While not fully back to normal on campus, the day- 
to-day life of a Division 1 student-athlete is a lot closer to normal 
than last year and so is the training. 

“It is a big change from high school; it is hard,” Hughes 
said. “But you get assistance. (The) amount of work is a huge 
gap from Old Rochester, a lot more soccer.” 

With two games a week, practice daily except for Tuesday, 
weekly in-season training in the gymnasium, and team meetings 
before every practice, life as a NCAA Division 1 athlete is like a 
full-time job, and that’s on top of the student side of college. 

The learning has happened on the field as well. Beyond 
overcoming a major injury and dealing with COVID-related 
protocols, Hughes has made other adjustments. 

“Playing faster, it was a transition for me,” she said. “I had 
to think faster when I get the ball. Or before I got the ball. It was 
a challenge I had to overcome. The coach would always talk to 
me about it.” 

After dominating the South Coast Conference for Old 
Rochester for four years in which she totaled 192 points on 127 
goals and 65 assists, Division 1 soccer has brought a whole new 
challenge. 

“The speed of play is the major difference,” Hughes said. 
“Everyone is so similar and there are no standouts. Players are 
very equivalent.” 

Helping make the transition is her roommate, Avery 
Snead, with whom Hughes played on a club team prior to both 
attending Providence College. Along with Snead, the Friars 
are a tight-knit group. “The team is very welcoming; we get 
along well,” Hughes said. “I knew I had to work hard to earn a 
starting spot and get to where I am right now.” 

Currently in her sophomore year from both academic and 
athletic standpoints, Hughes has started all 17 games played 
by Providence this season. She has scored eight goals with four 
assists for a total of 20 points. Twice this fall she has earned Big 
East Player of the Week awards.

finding ways to support a community they are committed to 
serve.

speakers. These informative lectures and presentations are open 
to the public. “Many of the activities and programs overlap one 
another,” Clifford said, but all are for “the benefit of the town 
and the people.” 

Another civic activity the club is famous for is the 
beautification of public areas. The flowerboxes at the Post Office, 
town beach bathhouse, Town Hall, Shipyard Park triangle (next 
to Munro Preserve), the flowers at the intersection of Church 
Street and Route 6, and several other locations around the 
community are all planted and nursed through the growing 
season by club members. Now a well-known fundraiser and 
beautification project that the MWC began is the selling of 
daffodil bulbs - bulbs that grace front yards and roadways 
throughout the town. And let’s not forget the holiday wreath 
sale. 

Through the years, the MWC has also supported local 
Scouting groups and was a pivotal financial supporter of the 
new bandstand (commonly referred to as the gazebo) back in the 
day. 

The MWC is most proud of the annual scholarships 
awarded to high school graduates. Clifford estimated in rough 
numbers that the MWC has awarded more than $150,000 over its 
80 years. Some years more, some years less, but for all the club’s

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Briggs acknowledged Marion Planning Board Chairman 
Will Saltonstall’s concern over the density of the residences. 
“Fine, we'll go with the 42 (units),” he said, alluding to the 
affordable housing alternative. “All these bylaws are utilized to 
stop the quality growth.” 

Planning Board administration confirmed Briggs’ action 
but withheld comment on the situation. Likewise, Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail declined comment for this story. 

Briggs told The Wanderer he intends not to bring a 
residential development proposal for that site back to the Town 
of Marion until the spring. His frustration with the town’s 
vetting process for his 28-unit townhouse-style proposal is 
based mainly on a zoning bylaw that requires the incorporation 
of affordable units or a $150,000 contribution to the town’s 
Affordable Housing Trust. 

On September 14, Briggs attended the Affordable 
Housing Trust’s regularly scheduled public meeting and, 
given the floor, used it to speak at length on why he believes 
the town desperately needs market-rate housing rather than 
more developments that fall into the category of 40B affordable 
housing. 

Market-rate housing, he said, costs the developer more but 
increases by tenfold the revenue generated, thanks to property 
tax and ratepayers for water and sewer. 

When the 120-unit affordable-housing Heron Cove 
development on Route 6 near the Wareham town line is 
complete, Briggs estimates that Marion will be well over the 
required 10-percent with some 250 affordable housing units, 
including 70 at Little Neck Village and miscellaneous others 
around town. 

Briggs insists he does not want to make his an affordable 
housing development, which would likely mean two apartment 
buildings at far greater density that can only be vetted by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals and state authorities. Estimating a 
site cost of $800,000 to build a market-rate development, not 
counting the $150,000 check he would be required to write to the 
AHT, Briggs said it would only cost $300,000 for him to build 
affordable housing on that site. 

“I’m educating myself in the way this economy is going 
to go. Guys who do this all the time are saying apartments are 
going to be a hot item the next five to 10 years,” he said. 

Briggs was not surprised to see the town vote against the 
rezoning of land along Route 6, before which developer Matt 
Zuker gave an overview of his proposal for a market-rate, multi- 
family residential development. Briggs cited the five years it 
took for his project to become possible via a zoning change and 
10 years he says it took the town to approve plans for the Route 
6 Dunkin’ store. 

Unlike a few weeks ago when Briggs threatened to pull his 
project, he does not expect town officials to reach out this time. 

“I’m trying to get the town to recoup some financial 
benefit from these projects, and they’re not getting it,” he said. 

Briggs said he hopes that Marion’s hire of a new town 
planner will lead to a change in the bylaw. 

“I went to Town Meeting four times. It’s too bad a project 
like mine when it comes in couldn’t stand on its own merit,” 
he said. “It’s too hard to get there, and that’s the shame of it. ... 
When you go into the 40B (affordable housing) statute ... it’s so 
much easier, but you don’t get the revenue and you don’t meet 
the seniors’ needs that they so much want.” 
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Surplus Revenue Requires Spending Plan 
Mattapoisett Select Board 
By Marilou Newell 

While the Town of Mattapoisett was awaiting a financial 
reckoning from the Massachusetts Department of Revenue in the 
form of free-cash certification, the Select Board met on October 
22 to give the November 8 Special Town Meeting warrant a final 
once-over and their signatures. 

When it got to the matter of free cash, that uncertified 
number, the board was very pleased with the $2,000,000 estimate 
floated by Town Administrator Mike Lorenco. As he had 
previously noted, a combination of reduced spending, federal 
CARES Act money and underestimated revenue pushed the 
free-cash dollars to an all-time high. 

Lorenco explained that “free cash” isn’t really free but 
is a term used to describe funds collected but not allocated by 
the town. The warrant articles, he said, are primarily for the 
appropriation of some of that “free cash” to keep the town 
in balance with DOR rules for the amount Mattapoisett must 
appropriate but also to pump up stability funds for future 
expenditures. 

“The DOR doesn’t want you taxing residents and then 
have the money just sitting there.... We can’t save it all,” he said. 
“Ten-percent can be carried over but has to be spent eventually.” 

Board member Tyler Macallister said that by placing 
money in stability funds the town avoids “peaks and valleys” in 
revenue and in expenditures. 

Removed from the original draft were two Water 
Department articles that would have asked Town Meeting 
to reallocate savings from previously approved Enterprise 
Fund projects to other projects. A new Article 11 for the Sewer 
Enterprise Fund in the sum of $180,000 from retained earnings 
to be used to pay the additional costs of treatment of sewer 
effluent with the Town of Fairhaven was added. 

The warrant now contains 11 articles as follows: Article 
1, Appropriation to Reduce OPEB Liability $100,000; Article 2, 
Appropriation to Debt Stabilization Fund $150,000; Article 3, 
Appropriation to Capital Stabilization Fund $150,000; Article 
4, Cyclical Annual Property Revaluation and Town Mapping 
$36,000; Article 5, Amendment to FY22 Annual Budget, 
$30,000 for Finance Committee Reserve Fund and $27,000 for 
part-time staffing in the Accounting Department; Article 6, 
Supplemental Funding Fiscal Year 2022, $35,000 for Employee 
Benefits Accrued Liability Funding, $15,000 Employee Benefits 
Education Incentive, $50,000 Town Buildings and Grounds 
Repairs, and $7,000 for Elections and Town Meetings; Article 7,

Davignon said he believes there is some kind 
of fencing required but wasn’t sure if a fence was mandated. 
Saltwater filters will be used in the pool. 

Citing the delivery of the revised plan only a day before 
the October 13 meeting, Walsh suggested a continuance and 
asked Davignon to revise the plan to include the buffer-zone 
line. The applicant was amenable, and Davignon further invited 
any more feedback to be relayed through Conservation Agent 
Doug Guey Lee. 

The board voted to continue the hearing to Wednesday, 
October 27, at 7:00 pm. 

Fulton filed her NOI for construction of a wooden deck, 
pool, spas, and associated grading and utilities on land subject 
to coastal storm flowage at 756 Point Road. 

After conducting a site visit, Guey Lee asked the 
applicant’s representative about the lack of calculation in square 
footage in the presentation. Walsh pointed out that the square 
footage is listed at 30,000 square feet designated on the NOI. 

Faced with a choice of continuing the hearing or issuing an 
order of conditions limited to 30,000 square feet, commissioners 
Mark Bellanger, Jeff Doubrava, and Cynthia Callow agreed that 
more information would be beneficial but agreed to move the 
case. 

After ConCom voted to close the public hearing, Bellanger 
recommended an Order of Conditions including prevention of 
wildlife habitat, against pollution and exhibiting flood control, 
and including a retention fence, haybales, and a sump pump. 
Bellanger adopted Jeff Doubrava’s suggestion that the discharge 
of water from the swimming pool toward coastal bank, 
saltmarsh, or the harbor is strictly prohibited. 

ConCom voted to issue the Order of Conditions. 

Ethan Gerber recommended a Negative 2 determination 
of applicability, and the commissioners voted unanimously, 
allowing the Sippican Lands Trust to install a 20-foot osprey pole 
at 354 Point Road. The pole is to be installed in the shrubby area 
at the top of the marsh at the address. 

Walsh further explained that the pole would be set 
between two 6-inch square posts. Jim Bride and Alan Harris 
represented the SLT. 

ConCom member Emil Assing said he appreciates the 
osprey poles on the site and the SLT for stewarding those sites.

of an RDA; Walsh said that a location change would require a 
filing but replacing supports for the poles on the same location 
would not. 

The commission voted Negative 2 and 3 determinations 
of applicability on Hugh Webb’s RDA to remove existing 
Rosa Rugosa plants and replace them with native plants, little 
bluestem, and love grass at Moorings Road. Callow added the 
condition that invasive plants shall be removed on the day 
they are cut. During the public hearing, Walsh requested the 
representative distinguish himself from the applicant in the 
application form. The commissioners addressed requests by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals for comment on three cases. 

On Janvrin Demler’s application at 80 Front Street, 
ConCom says that if the extension being planned falls within 
the flood zone, then Demler would be required to file with the 
Conservation Commission. 

Walsh does not believe that there are any wetlands in play 
relative to an application that Steve Sughrue, 663 Point Road, 
filed with the ZBA. 

Under correspondence, Walsh told the commission that 
Plymouth County Mosquito Control will be applying to conduct 
a Route 6 maintenance project meant to curb mosquito breeding. 

Walsh enthusiastically welcomed Guey Lee as the town’s 
new conservation agent. Lee also serves Marion as town planner.

Neck Road Solar Moving Along 
Rochester Planning Board

Johnson returned several times to documents before him, 
making suggestions to existing language in the site materials, 
changes that he believes are necessary. “I want to take all the 
vagueness out of this, so everyone knows what's expected,” he 
said.

The board took up the closing out of reviews for the 
Eldredge Bogs matter and then met briefly with Brian Wallace, 
project manager for the Village at Plumb Corner.

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Abutter Questions Lot Status 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The October 25 meeting of the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission got off to a bit of a fiery start when a Request for 
Determination of Applicability for property at 0 Marion Road, 
owned by David Nicolosi, was heard. Represented by Bill 
Madden of G.A.F. Engineering, Nicolosi’s application sought 
to determine if the 3-acre parcel is subject to the Wetlands 
Protection Act. 

Madden described the topography and vegetation features 
of the property and argued that the drainage systems, both 
natural and man-made, do not constitute true wetlands features. 
“There are pockets that can hold water; there is an inlet and an 
outlet, but no basin,” he explained. 

Brandon Faneuf, the town’s environmental consultant, 
said, “I didn’t see any area holding any significant water... 
There are signs of wetlands on the other side of the street but no 
signs of streams.” 

The matter of an existing permit previously granted the 
applicant but not closed out was raised, but only relative to its 
impact on decisions made by the commission on this night. 

But when given the floor, abutter Beth Underwood, 

16 Chapel Road, began to share the property’s long history, 
including a 1930s decision by the Army Corps of Engineers that 
the parcel was not buildable. 

For Chairman Mike King, Underwood's comments were 
not essential to the matter before the commission. “It doesn’t 
matter who owned the property or what happened before.... 
This is not a debate, it’s a public meeting,” said King. 

In a follow-up, Underwood said that for decades residents 
in the area and the Mattapoisett Land Trust have been trying to 
preserve the parcel from development. “But the owner was able 
to get the property declared buildable at Town Hall,” she said. 
The existence of an old foundation may have resulted in that 
classification, Underwood shared. 

Madden confirmed that his client has no immediate 
plans for the property. The commission unanimously voted to 
grant the applicant a negative determination for the issue of 
jurisdiction and a positive determination (requiring a Notice of 
Intent filing) for the open RDA for the boundary delineation that 
Faneuf confirmed as accurate. 

A Cove Street barrier beach Notice of Intent for the 
construction of an elevated residence for owner David Ricci was 
reopened and represented by Bob Field of Field Engineering, 
who said the state Department of Environmental Protection

(DEP) had no comments. But Faneuf presented environmental 
impact standards for the commission’s consideration should it 
plan on conditioning the project. 

Faneuf listed points to weigh, including whether dunes, 
the movement of sands, dune forms, vegetated cover, or bird 
nesting habitat would be impacted. 

The general sentiment of the commission and the engineer 
was that, with the exceptions of vegetation and bird nesting, 
other natural features would not sustain significant impact. 
Faneuf said, “If you allow it, not much of anything can be under 
the house.” He also pointed out that the removal of Japanese 
knotweed might be considered to allow for native species to 
erow. It was decided that further review between Faneuf and 
Field may produce positive results in terms of the natural 
environment. The case was continued to November 9. 

An NOI filing by Alexander Bauer, 7 Nashawena Road, 
was once again discussed by the commission, this time at the 
applicant’s request to amend a previously granted Order of 
Conditions. 

King said that abutter, and state representative, Bill Straus 
has appealed that decision. 

In the October 25 meeting, the matter of a stand of 
vegetation was being discussed between the applicant’s attorney 
and Straus as a possible compromise if the shrubbery remains in 
place. The site plan had called for its removal. 

Faneuf wondered aloud if the commission could amend 
an Order of Conditions being appealed and suggested, since 
it was a minor change, leaving the bushes in place; the matter 
could be handled as a minor modification when the applicant is 
ready to seek a Certificate of Compliance. 

Ryan Amato’s NOI filing for 0 Park Lane was conditioned 
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with the additional documentation requested by Faneuf of a 
“finding of facts” and a narrative of the project. 

Also continued to November 9 was an RDA filed by 
Randy Alexander, 7 Wolf Island Road, and an NOI filed by 
James and Sharlene Craig, 0 Aucoot Road, for the construction of 
two residences. 

Faneuf was asked to review the site conditions at 23 
Randall Road for suspected erosion and subsequent sediment 
movement near possible jurisdictional areas. Faneuf stated, “If a 
single grain of sand reaches (jurisdictional areas), then you have 
authority.” 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Conservation

Sleepover at Realtor’s Debated 
Marion Planning Board

Attorney Cary Leblanc represented applicants Bernadette 
Kelly and L. Sheldon Daly in an opening discussion with the 
Marion Planning Board on October 18, as the prospective 
applicant seeks authorization to create a concierge service for 
their real estate clients when visiting the area. 

Currently permitted by-right for business use, Kelly and 
Daly hope to use the second floor of their 313 Wareham Road 
office, formerly occupied by T12 Engineering, as an occasional 
overnight option for use by clients in sudden need. 

“What Bernadette and Sheldon are trying to do is put 
up their clients at no extra expense,” explained Leblanc, who 
pointed out to the board that Converse Realty similarly received 
authorization to use the second floor of its Front Street office 
building as a guesthouse. 
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In digesting the case, pants Board Chainen Will 
Saltonstall referred to guidance from Building Commissioner 
Scott Shippey. While not specifically outlined in the bylaws, the 
term “dwelling” typically applies to a permanent residence, said 
Saltonstall. In this case, it’s a short-term residence, therefore like 
unto a bed-and-breakfast. 

Member Eileen Marum asked why clients don’t just book 
a stay at the bed-and-breakfast on Front Street. Leblanc said 
that delays in closings and other legal activities around the 
transfer of property are often sudden and that the traffic in real 
estate since the beginning of the coronavirus pandemic has been 
unusually busy. 

Saltonstall asked the applicants to make sure before 
applying that “you feel confident about your building” 
regarding code as it applies to the containment and prevention 
of fire. 

“T feel like, (at) that site, the intensity of use there has been 
great, maybe too great at times,” he said, referring to cars being 
double and triple parked. 

Marum expanded on her concern that the purpose of the 
building would ultimately change into a residential apartment, 
but Saltonstall argued that mixed-use is appropriate and even 
healthy for Route 6. 

Noting that the Planning Board is the Special Permit- 
granting authority, not the Zoning Board of Appeals, 
Saltonstall’s initial thought was that the Planning Board should 
hear the case. 

The discussion had gone deep when member Norm Hills, 
who joined the meeting in progress, insisted that the matter falls 
into the ZBA’s purview and hearing the case “would be stepping 
on their toes.” 
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It was decided that before Kelly and Daly file an 
application, the Planning Board would seek advice from 
town counsel. Town Planner Doug Guey Lee agreed with the 
decision; he and Saltonstall will seek legal advice before a 
recommendation comes back to the board. 

Leblanc said she will take the board’s feedback, research 
the questions, and will be eager to present findings in a public 
hearing in early November. 

The Planning Board’s vote to continue to November 
1 a public hearing as requested by Special Permit applicant 
Sherman Briggs and Hamblin Homes, Inc. for a 28-unit 
residential complex at Spring and Mill streets will not transpire 
after Briggs pulled his application later in the week. 

According to Saltonstall, the request to continue was 
accompanied by a supplemental package of engineering 
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information from Steve Poole of Lakeview Associates. But the 
peer-review budget was empty as of the October 18 meeting, so 
review by Beals and Thomas, Inc. would not have been able to 
continue. 

The ZBA requested comment from the Planning Board on 
an application to provide affordable housing at 20 Beach Street. 
Marum said that since the activity will not create any building, 
the matter should rest with the ZBA. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
scheduled for Monday, November 1, at 7:00 pm. 


Neck Road Homes Approved 
Rochester Conservation Commission 
By Mick Colageo 

Continued from October 5, three separate public 
hearings for nearly identical, bordering residential construction 
projects reached conclusion with the Rochester Conservation 
Commission on October 19. 

Three Notices of Intent were filed by Lee Castignetti 
of Long-Built Homes for contiguous lots on Neck Road for 
the purpose of constructing single-family houses with septic 
systems and wells. 

Cases DEP SE 272-0613, Map 40, Lot 3D, 3E and 3F were 
presented by Evan Watson of W Engineering, representing 
Long-Built Homes. Watson updated the commission on plans to 
clear trees with the service of loggers to avoid careless treatment 
of the wood near wetlands. 

Conservation Commission member Maggie Payne 
complimented the applicant on the addition of a split-rail fence 
bordering the wetlands and suggested that the commission vet 
the selection of trees marked for removal. 

Vice Chairman Dan Gagne suggested that, for future 
reference, the applicant take note of the commission’s policy 
allowing homeowners to fill out a form and go before the 
commission to request permissions to remove trees. 

Commission Chairman Chris Gerrior admitted he was 
stepping out of the commission’s purview in suggesting some 
sort of tree line to the applicant. Castignetti was amenable to the 
suggestion. 

Abutter Trent Blanchard, 128 Neck Road, was concerned 
with tree clearing, taking into consideration the clearing already 
approved for the adjacent solar project. 

Watson explained that stakes had been placed in the field 
but there is no restriction on cutting. “If the owner wanted to cut 
in a regulated area, he would have to apply for a permit to do 
so,” said the project representative. 

“Now the whole front corner could theoretically be 
removed. Has that all been taken into consideration?” asked 
Blanchard. 

Gerrior clarified that the areas to the right side of the 
yard is in the commission’s purview, but the rest us up to the 
applicant. 

Rachel Batchelder, an abutter at 155 Neck Road, reiterated 
Blanchard’s concern with the cumulative effect of tree clearing. 
“That's a lot more wetland that’s already being impacted by 
another project. Are there any modifications that can be made?” 
she asked. 

“If you look at our plan, where we're sighting the houses 
for where we’re actually cutting the trees, everything that we’ve 
done has been, in respect to where the wetland resource area 
is on the property,” said Watson. “We have a nice, big lot here 
where we could place the septic system and the house further 
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back. (There’s) nothing that says we can’t cut trees all the way 

up to the 25-foot (no touch) zone all the way around so we’re 

trying to provide a home site on a buildable lot that has enough 
ard.” 

: Commission member Maggie Payne interjected that the 

commission does take into account when multiple projects 

are going on in a common area. She said that there will not be 

significant impact on the same wetlands bordering both projects. 

Gerrior told the representatives that he didn’t anticipate 
that the commissioners would be able to arrive at an Order of 
Conditions for three lots, but member Ben Bailey asked what 
would hold back a decision on the case just presented. 

Having made a motion, Bailey withdrew it upon Payne’s 
contribution of considerations and a revised Order of Conditions 
that would include special conditions including the inspection of 
marked trees, and the commissioners voted to approve. Member 
Bill Milka recused himself from the three cases. 

After much shorter presentations summarizing similar 
measures on slightly different lots, the commissioners voted to 
support the same Order of Conditions. 

Earlier in the meeting, Allen Decker, the director of Land 
Protection for the Buzzards Bay Coalition, made a presentation 
on Dogget Brook Farm Conservation project. 

The Buzzards Bay Coalition has acquired the 58.5-acre 
property off the south side of Marion Road (Route 105) with 
the intention of finding a farmer who would be able to keep the 
farm in agricultural production. Decker said the BBC has found 
a local farmer and has the property transfer in agreement. 

As part of the transaction, the BBC is requiring at closing 
that the farmer convey a Conservation Restriction over 38 acres 
of the property intended to keep the agriculture portion of the 
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property over the best soils; a second CR will be acquired by the 
Rochester Land Trust and the BBC to buffer Dogget Brook. 

“We want to protect the brook’s natural resources so we 
created a buffer 300 feet inland where the southern-most 20.5 
acres would allow no farming but would encourage habitat 
restoration,” said Decker. 

Decker said the activity supports Rochester as a “right to 
farm” community. “There were other things proposed for this 
property over time, that’s why we got involved,” he said. 

Decker displayed several color-coded maps indicating 
areas of ideal farming soils, the two conservation restrictions, 

a bio map indicated the area around Dogget Brook where 
box turtles and other key wildlife thrive, and he provided 
the commissioners “municipal certifications” that he asked 
the commission to vote to support and sign for his future 
appearance before the Board of Selectmen. 

After some questions from the commissioners, a motion 
to support the CR was made and seconded, but in initiating 
discussion Bailey identified an acre-sized house lot. Decker 
clarified that the lot is not covered by the CR so that the owner 
of the farm can go through the necessary steps to apply to 
construct a dwelling on the lot, likely by unenrolling 2 other 
acres from the CR. 

The commissioners voted to write a letter of support and 
also voted to support and sign the municipal certifications. 

Bill Madden of G.A.F. Engineering, representing 
A.D. Makepeace Co., could not attend on October 19 so the 
commission voted to honor his request for a continuance to 
November 2. Brad Holmes, ECR, told the commissioners that he 
had received LEC Environmental’s review letter and is presently 
preparing a draft in concert with G.A.F. Engineering. 
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After discussion, the commission voted to maintain its 
practice of including letters from the public in the packets 
distributed to the members, what is posted to the town website 
will be streamlined to maintain information that is strictly 
project specific, but the letters are maintain as public record 
available to citizens by request. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for Tuesday, November 2, at 7:00 pm. 


Permit Language Questioned 
Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

On October 21, the Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals 
heard two cases for special permits, but it was the second of 
those two which found not only the applicant Wallace Duncan, 3 
Pine Road, answering questions but also the contractor hired to 
work on his family home. 

Duncan applied for an amendment to a Special Permit 
previously granted for a garage on the property. Citing the need 
for off-street parking in the Point Connett beach community, 
Duncan said by relocating the garage back farther towards the 
rear setback would allow for four off-street parking spaces in 
front of the garage. 

After some discussion, however, a more compelling 
problem was raised - what happened to the house? All that 
remains of the original structure is the foundation, said Director 
of Inspectional Services Andy Bobola. 

Coming forward to speak on behalf of his client was 
Regis Lavoie of Summer Street Builders. Lavoie said that it 
was always the applicant’s intention to remove the existing 
first floor in order to build a second floor that would meet code 
requirements, but Bobola and several board members believe 
that the previously requested and permitted reconstruction of 
the residence was granted with the understanding that existing 
walls would stay in place rather than a complete demolition of 
the structure. 

Lavoie said it was not a demolition in his mind and that 
it was clear in the application that the only remaining feature of 
the original home would be the foundation and nothing more. 
“I’ve been upfront from the beginning on what we planned to 
do,” Lavoie asserted.

Given Town Meeting’s vote last week to approve the 
Marion's apportionment of matching funds, as required by 
the Seaport Economic Council’s $303,000 grant for design 
work toward a new Maritime Center, Saltonstall urged EMC 
membership to submit opinions on the design.

Nelson pointed out that, so far, electricity has not been 
addressed in the plans as laid out for these projects, so now is 
the time for the EMC to try and influence the projects. 

Ingerslev said that the new DPW will come before Town 
Meeting in the spring. “We ought to get our ducks in a row,” he 
said. 

Marion’s year-long wait on Eversource to send a quote for 
the cost of a connection at the Benson Brook Landfill where the 
committee had been planning a solar project and massive system 
upgrades may finally end in November, but EMC members are 
trying to decipher a message that Nelson relayed regarding an 
additional $2,000 to $5,000 in fees. Given Eversource’s original 
quote of approximately $600,000, additions in those amounts 
would be considered good news. 

According to Saltonstall, the state’s Green Communities 
program is focused on reducing Marion’s energy use. “They 
don’t seem to care that the Town of Marion is buying 98-percent 
of its power from Future Generation Wind,” he said. 

Solar arrays have been discussed at potential locations 
such as Sippican Elementary School, the Police Department, 
and over parking areas. Nelson reported that Lisa Sullivan from 
Green Communities said those projects are eligible but lower 
priority when compared to Green Communities’ interest in heat 
pumps, etc. 

Citing Green Communities’ focus on only residential solar 
projects, Francis suggested Nelson ask CVEC about installing 
solar arrays atop municipal buildings. 

Any new solar project on town land would put Marion 
over its net-metering allowance so, according to Nelson, the 
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Cape and Vineyard Electric Cooperative (CVEC) is looking at 
options for the town to sell electricity. Ingerslev said that solar 
energy will be used to cover the transition from fossil fuels to 
electric.

one project with peers and, later, presentations outside the 
classroom. 

Assistant Superintendent of Teaching and Learning Dr. 
Jannell Pearson-Campbell will be involved to see to it that core 
skills are present in learning plans. 

“The skills that they put in this year will be used next 
year,” said Tavares. 

In her report on social-emotional learning, Bowman said 
that not being able to safely meet with the entire student body 
on a daily basis inside the gymnasium has made the importance 
of those meetings resonate. 

The 2021-22 school year is about “trying to build that 
community again,” said Bowman. “We have to separate the 
kids in the morning, but that unity starts in school. ... Even the 
youngest ones, when you hand the baton to them and say, ‘I 
trust you,’ it’s amazing how they step to the plate.” 

Theories on student behavior have changed, said 
Bowman, noting the philosophical shift from the celebration of 
quietness to being able to share one’s feelings. 

“The Panorama Survey is so critically important. When 
you ask the children a question, they tell the truth. ... When you 
feel safe and protected, you can learn anything,” she said. “The 
responsive classroom is something that is ongoing.” 

A four-day training session for teachers and 
paraprofessionals begins on November 12. 

“Our practice has always been, you have to talk to the 
child,” said Bowman. “You find, when children are making a 
choice that you wish they hadn’t, you can bring them back to 
that. ... We’re here to support them not in a punitive way” but 
with self-awareness and management skills. 
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Bowman thanked the Mattapoisett Police Department and 
Resource Officer Matt McGraw for their support of the current 
initiatives. 

“You don’t want to frighten them, you want to empower 
them,” said Bowman. 

Educational tools and the implementation of project-based 
learning programs with targeted goals were also discussed. 

Assistant Superintendent of Finance and Operations 
Howie Barber shared the final year-to-date budget by the 
department through the June 2021 closeout of FY21, announcing 
that $215 remains in the overall operating budget for the 2020-21 
academic year. 

The 2021-22 operating budget of $7,580,872 will see 
82-percent go to student instruction obligations. Barber 
estimated that $915,000 remains unencumbered but will

1961: The Beast of Yucca Flats. You gotta 
have at least one goofball attempt, and this z-budget 
oddity starring fan favorite Tor Johnson fills the bill.

Beats me, since this came out 
eight years before there was a flag on the moon.

1971: The Omega Man. A personal 
childhood favorite, and the second of three (so far) 
adaptations of Richard Matheson’s future-vamp 
saga I Am Legend. Charlton Heston faces off against a 
bunch of very early-70s bloodsuckers.

1981: The Burning. This was a big year for 
horror — I’m partial to An American Werewolf in 
London, but we already did lycanthropy, and you 
should have a representative slasher flick. This one, 
with painful special effects by Tom Savini and a 
surprising number of before-they-were-stars in the 
cast (Holly Hunter, Jason Alexander, etc.), is one of 
the grimmer and more effective slashers. It’s not 
streaming anywhere, but the uncut DVD can be 
taken out from the Millicent Library in Fairhaven. 

1991: The Silence of the Lambs. It’s a lot 
more than just horror, of course — thriller, police 
procedural, drama — and the killer who thinks he’s 
transgender rings problematic today, but it’s still a 
superbly crafted exercise in dread and adrenaline.

2001: The Devil’s Backbone. An early “one 
for me” from modern horror master Guillermo 
Del Toro, back when he would do some junk for 
Hollywood and then go back to Spain to make more 
meaningful and political horror. Del Toro is best 
when his films speak his native tongue, and I wish 
he still did that.

2011: We Need to Talk About Kevin. 
Unconventional to be sure, but this bad-seed tale of 
what it’s like to be the mother of a kid responsible 
for a school massacre is uniquely chilling, with a 
ereat-as-usual Tilda Swinton performance. Streaming 
on Amazon Prime and Hulu; free on Hoopla. 

2021: The Stylist. Gory yet weirdly sensitive 
and sympathetic, this follows a deranged hair stylist 
with a unique way of trying on her clients’ lives for 
size.

Unfortunately, this is the new reality we 
live in, particularly for coastal New Englanders, as research 
continues to show sea level rise increasing up to four times 
faster along the northeastern seaboard. 

This is just one of the many reasons we need to put 
pressure on legislators to pass Massachusetts Bill 3288 a.k.a. 
100% Clean Act that would commit Massachusetts to 100 
-percent renewable energy by 2045. Since the bill was filed 
in 2019, at least six states, Puerto Rico, and Washington D.C.

From the Files of the Rochester Historical Society

I feel very fortunate to live in Rochester for many reasons, 
but one is the natural beauty of the town. Every season presents 
scenes that make daily drives special. It might be flowering 
trees in spring or snow-covered ones in winter or the summer 
sun on sky blue ponds. Personally, I feel that autumn beats out 
the other seasons. Driving down almost any road in Rochester 
presents a palate of red, orange, and gold leaves, which, glowing 
on sunny days, make ordinary trips magical. There is something 
special about rounding a curve to find a floating carpet of red to 
magenta berries on a flooded bog. Fall in Rochester is definitely 
cranberry season with trucks filled with the red berries rattling 
down the roads, hoses swooshing berries from bog to truck, and 
the rosy-red beauty of wet harvesting. 

Years ago, we had an exhibit exclusively about cranberries 
and their significance in Rochester history. While preparing for 
that display, I had the opportunity to talk with several local 
growers. For 
some, their 
bogs were 
their primary 
source of 
income, 
while for 
others their 
cranberries 
were a 
second job 
to both 
supplement 
income and 
provide a chance to be their own boss; to work on the land, and, 
in some cases, to carry on a family tradition. 

During these conversations, I came away with some 
insights and information on the growing of the berries. My first 
question, one that had puzzled my husband over the years, 
was the meaning of the flag colors in the bog. That answer, a 
surprise, was that the color rarely meant anything, but was 
simply the flag that was available. I was intrigued to learn that 
much of the equipment used in the bogs has been created by the 
growers over the years. 

At first, berries were picked by hand until scoops, perhaps 
modeled on ones used to pick blueberries in Scandinavia, were 
introduced. Some other bog tools like dibbles, turfing axes, and 
harvesting rakes were made by the growers to suit the unique 
needs of cranberry harvesting. We have examples of some of 
these at the museum. As time passed, wheelbarrows were a 
big improvement over handcarts or horse-drawn wagons for 
bringing berries off the bog. But even the typical wheelbarrow 
had to be reworked. Whether with one wheel or two, they had 
a large, flat surface to transport multiple wooden cranberry 
boxes. Then came bog buggies, made from rebuilt Model A 
Fords, with the rear end made into a flat bed for bringing the 
berries to shore. When we had colder winters, growers sanded 
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their bogs by spreading the sand over the ice-covered bogs, and 
when temperatures warmed and the ice melted, the sand was 
deposited. 

Some of the other things I learned are that there are 
different types of berries with different properties and uses, 
and pretty much all growers are looking for varieties that 
produce a greater yield. Also, wet harvesting is a more modern 
harvesting method, becoming more common beginning in the 
1960s. Lastly, I was told by more than one grower that being a 
cranberry grower is hard work but that growers are members of 
a community that support each other. Other growers are always 
ready with a helping hand or the loaning of equipment.
